end downward, alongside the breast- 
bone; the wings; the'wishbone; the 
fillets; the neckbone. Do not pack the 
giblets with the meat.

Interested in obtaining eggs than pro- 
ducing mcivl the Indian Runner Is n 
good brood. Tills cluck holds the sumo 
loliillve,position In tho cluck family 
that the Leghorn clous In tho ehlckon 
family. II lays u good-sized white egg 
considerably Inrger than a hen's, egg, 
and Is decliirecl to be a small eater, 
u good foragor, and hardy. The Intro- 
duction of this brood Is helping to 
build up a trade of first-class chicle 
eggs. Those oggs should be marketed 
frequently, ns they depreciate In riual- 
ity moro rapidly than lions' eggs. 


Cull the Flocks. 


Much 6f thu poultry now raised on 


the farm and in Iho buck-yard flock Is 
not as profitable ns it should bo. Thu 
estimated productipn of the average 
hen Is not over 85 eggs per year. Dur- 
ing 3015 about 2,000 hens under close 
observation In contest in this country 
laid ou the averugis 151 oggs. 
Since 


those hens varied from nothing to 814 
In their production, it is evident that 
tho 151 o«gs are not the maximum ob- 
tainable. All poultry raisers should 
cull their flocks nnd kecc only the best 
layers. A study of the principles of 
breeding, care and feeding will enable 
poultry keepers to accomplish 
this 


result.

nomical-method. There Is a real art 
in drawing and cutting up a chicken 
for cooking or canning. By carefully 
following the directions given here, the 
entire digestive tract is removed with- 
out coming in contact with the meat; 
and the flesh and bones from a -whole 
bird may be fitted neatly into a quart 
Jar. 
f, 


• The bird should notibe fed .for 2(4 
hours before killing. 
It should be 


killed by sticking in the roof of the 
mouth and picked dry. When the 
feathers have been removed and the 
pin feathers drawn, the bird should be 
cooled rapidly. As soon as it has been 
properly cooled it should be singed am 
washed carefully with .a. brush anc 
light/soap suds, if necessary.

Cutting Up and-Drawing.

12. Cut the fillet from each side of 


the breastbone. Bend in the bones of 
the breastbone.

Packing for Canning. 


Use .a quart jar. Pack the saddle 


with a thigh Inside; the breastbone 
with a thigh inside; the backbone and 
ribs' with .a leg inside, the leg large 
end downward, alongside the breast- 
bone; the wings; the wishbone; the 
fillets; the neckbone. Do not pack the 
giblets with tlie meat.

They fatten rap- 
idly and may be fed on rations recom- 
mended for chickens, but better . re- 
sults are usually secured by* feeding 
more green' and vegetable feeds nnd 
a larger.proportion of mash. 


For the general farmer who is more 


interested in obtaining eggs thnn pro- 
ducing meat the Indian Runner is a 
good breed. This duck holds the same 
relative .position in tlie duck1 family 
that the Leghorn does in the chicken; 
family. It lays a good-sized white egg 
considerably larger than a hen's egg, 
and. is declared to be a small eater, 
a good forager, and. hardy. The intro- 
duction-, of this breed Is helping to 
build up a trade of'first-class duck 
eggs... These eggs should be marketed 
frequently, as they depreciate in. qual- 
ity more rapidly than hens'-eggs. ".

Ing ahead as far as 1020, when the pro- 
hibition constitutional amendment Is 
likely to go into effect, these revenue 
raisers say that the continuance of the 
war beyond that time will make it 
extremely difficult for them to find 
methods of taxation to raise enough 
money to carry on the government. In 
view of this state of affairs, the sena- 
tors who are now In Washington have 
been looting forward, to the coming 
prohibition contest with a great deal 
of interest. 


One day when the senate was dis- 


cussing mail facilities and the neces- 
sity of soldiers receiving mall more 
regularly than they have been since 
they went abroad, Senator Nelson of 
Minnesota took occasion to utter a 
number of pointed remarks.

Men and women armed with weapons ns effec-

Bullets 


pattored and flattened against the massive walls. 
The defense was only half hearted, and the 
Wench guards on the battlements wore soon wag- 
ing Hags of truce. A fore- greater than all tho 
munitions ever made was iu work—n public senti- 
ment which had become a resistless lorront, De-, 
Inunny, the governor of the Bastille, trembled be- 
fore it and surrendered. Down came the creak- 
ing drawbridge and across It rushed, the infuri- 
ated citizenry. The tide (lowed In and-out of the 
dim corridors arid searched out tho narrow cells. 


As soon as there was the semblance of govern- 


ment arrangements woro made for removing the. 
Bastille. The work took the contractor nearly u .'.

His obstinacy lost to Grout Britain her Ameri-

The public has deplored this condi- 


tion, It has been well known for sev- 
eral seasons that the average woman 
did not cure to buy a straw hat In 
February and a velvet hat In July. or 
to have all her autumn clothes offered 
to her the first of September with the 
assurance that they were the fashions, 
that would rule throughout the winter. 
She has been, often betrayed, and that 
betrayal has not soothed her irritation 
ngulnst those who sold her the clothes. 


It is the fact also that the trade In. 


turn 1ms found itself 
caught 
in a 


net that tangled and involved it, and 
compelled each Individual to struggle 
for success In a manner contrary to 
the dictates of ^reason and sobriety. 


Through this web of circumstances 


everyone has come tc a feeling that 
something must be done in the crea- 
tion 'of new fashions long before tho 
season for which they are to bo worn, 
and that the public must follow tho 
lines' Juki down by the trade competi- 
'tors. 


Eight here lies the extraordinary 


gamble to women in buying clothes 
early In the season. Right here lies 
one of the greatest sources of money 
wastage. Thousands of women, who 
have no way oi! knowing what the 
fashions will be as the season ad- 
vances, buy what Is said to bo new as 
the season demands a change. 


What they buy in September has 


probably been bought by the shop in 
,Tuno. To keep up with the rising tide 
of forohandedness, the manufacturers 
make the clothes earlier and earlier, 
and tho ready-to-wear shops and de- 
partment stores, as a rule, buy those 
clothes as early as the manufacturers 
make thorn, and get them out at the 
very moment there is u slight demand 
for them. 


•What happens? 
Tn October and In April the real 


fashions come out for each season. 
Hundreds of women—nay, thousands- 
are faced with the fact that they have 
bought gowns, or wraps, or hats that 
are not in keeping with the new 
clothes. They have bought clothes ar- 
ranged six months before the authen- 
tic exhibitions of new and seasonable 
apparel.' 


What happens next? 
The woman who can possibly scrape 


up enough money to buy a new outf.lt 
does so, and she also spends extra 
money on n seamstress or little dress- 
maker to have her other clothes re- 
modeled, Therefore, she spends twlco 
her allowance on clothes. 
Panic Has Produced Careless Buying, 


Many of the traders in apparel real- 


ize that panic and a form of commer- 
cial hysteria have resulted In a largo 
amount of early buying, which is not 
fair either to the individual or to com- 
merce. Every shopper has shared the 


money. Women, feeling (he press of 
this panic, have gotten clothes in ad- 
vance of the season, and they now find 
that there are just as many to be had 
as six months ago, and that the shnpo 
and texture have changed. 


It would be a far wiser method of 


spending one's money to buy a little, 
at the necessary time, representing tho 
best there Is at that moment.

Are Regulated 


The public should understand that 


the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift & Company 
is now divided into three classes:

It hub been well known for sev- 
eral seasons Hint the average woman, 
dltl not cure to buy u slmw but In 
February and a velvet bat lu JuVi or 
to turn; all her autumn clothes ordered 
lo her the first of September with the 
assurance that they wore the Cushions, 
(lint would rule throughout the winter. 
She has been often belrayed, find that 
botruyul has not soothed her Irritation 
against those who sold her the clothes. 


It Is the fact also that the trade lu 


I urn has found Itself caught in a 
net that tangled and Involved It, and 
compelled each Individual to struggle 
for success In ti manner contrary lo 
the dictates of reason and sobriety. 


Through tills web ot circumstances 


everyone has come to a feeling that 
something mu.st be done In the crea- 
tion of new fashions long before the 
season for which they uro (o bo worn, 
anil that the public must follow tho 
lines laid down by the trade competi- 
tors.

Early Buying Is 


Not Best Policy 


New York.—The trade, which means 


the vast multitude of people engaged in 
the ranking and selling of women's ap- 
parel, lias at last sounded a warning to 
those who buy too far ahead of the 
seasons, advises a well-known fashion 
correspondent. 


The public has deplored this condi- 


tion. It has been well known for sev- 
eral seasons that the average woman 
did not care to buy a straw hat In 
February and a velvet hat In July, or 
to have all her autumn clothes offered 
to her the first of September with the 
assurance that they were the fashions, 
that would rule throughout the winter. 
She has been often betrayed, and that 
betrayal has not soothed her irritation 
against those who sold her the clothes. 


It Is the fact also that the trade In 


turn has found itself caught in a 
net that tangled and Involved it, and 
compelled each individual to struggle 
for success in a manner contrary to 
•the dictates of ^reason and sobriety. 


Through this web of circumstances 


everyone has come to a feeling that 
something must be done in the crea- 
tion of new fashions long before the 
season for which they are to be worn, 
and that the public must follow the 
lines laid down by the trade competi- 
"tors. 
Eight here lies the extraordinary 


gamble to women in buying clothes 
early in the season. Kight here lies 
one of the greatest sources of money 
wastage. Thousands of women, who 
have, no way of knowing what the 
fashions will be as the season ad- 
vances, buy what Is said to be new as 
the season demands a change. 


What they buy in September has 


probably been bought by the shop in 
June. To keep up with the rising tide 
of forehandedness, the manufacturers 
make the clothes earlier and earlier, 
and the ready-to-wear shops and de- 
partment stores, as a rule, buy these 
clothes as early as the manufacturers 
make them, and get them out at the 
very moment there is a slight demand 
for them. 


.What happens? 
In October and In April the real 


fashions come out fo.r each season. 
Hundreds of women—nay, thousands— 
are faced with the fact that they have 
bought gowns, or wraps, or hats that 
are not In keeping with the new 
clothes. They have bought clothes ar- 
ranged six months before the authen- 
tic exhibitions of new and seasonable 
apparel.' 


What happens next? 
The woman who can possibly scrape 


up enough money-to buy a new outfit 
does so, and she also spends extra 
money on a seamstress or little dress- 
maker to have her other clothes re- 
modeled. Therefore, she spends twice 
her allowance on clothes. 
Panic Has Produced Careless Buying. 


Many of the traders in apparel real- 


ize that panic and a form of commer- 
cial hysteria have resulted in a large 
amount of early buying, which is not 
fair either to the individual or to com- 
merce. Every shopper has shared the

Some follows nro born wllh black 


eyos; others get them In various' ways, 


Packers' Profits 
Are Regulated 


The public should understand that 


the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift & Company 
is now divided into three classes: 


Class 1 includes such products as beef, 


pork, mutton, oleomargarine and

between three and four per cent on 
an increased volume of sales. 


The restrictions absolutely guar- 


antee a reasonable relation between 
live stock prices and wholesale meat 
prices, because the packer's profit can- 
not possibly average more than a 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 


Since the profits on meat (Class 1) 


are running onl) about 2 cents on each 
dollar of sales, we have to depend on 
the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer 
(Class 2, also limited) and other depart- 
ments, (Class 3) to obtain reasonable 
earnings on capital.

Packers' Profits 
Are Regulated 


The public should understand that 


the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift & Company 
is now divided into three classes:
